The Honor System 


On all regular examinations and quizzes the 
students of Wake Forest College are placed on 
their honor. The College insists on appeal- 
ing to what is best in her students, and expe- 
rience has shown the wisdom of this system. 
Every man is expected to be true to the trust 
the College and the student body places in 


him, and in no way to violate a principle of 
honor. 
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The Honor Committee consists of the presi- 
dents of the various classes and organizations 
of the College. This Committee is an organi- 
zation of the students for their own protection. 
It seeks to preserve the integrity of the 
Honor System at Wake Forest. It aims to 
secure to any student under suspicion of dis- 
honesty in examination his full due, and to 
vindicate his name if he is innocent; to pro- 
tect the honor and the standing of the remain- 
der of the students by his expulsion if guilty. 


LITERARY SOCIETIES 


The Philomathesian and Euzelian Literary 
Societies rank first in college life at Wake 
Forest. Wherever their. representatives have 
gone Wake Forest has become. the synonym 
of impromptu eloquence and polished style. 
Our halls easily take first rank in arrangement, 
beauty and equipment among Southern col- 
leges. 

Not a few of Wake.Forest’s distinguished 
Alumni attribute their success to the training 
received in her Societies. Friday and Satur- 
day nights for debate, declamations, and ora- 
tions, and Saturday morning for the transac- 
tion of business, furnish fine facilities for train- 
ing in debate, oratory, and’ parliamentary 
usage. | 

The two societies are so néarly equal that 
neither can successfully claim superiority over 
the other. An educated man is fortunate to 
have been an active member of either. 

The Library and Reading Room are the 
constant companions of these ambitious work- 
ers. With rare exception, the men who come to 
college avail themselves of these excellent ad- 
vantages with an enthusiasm that is sure to 
bring success. In them the college men develop 
those faculties that cannot be developed in the 
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recitation room. Men are trained to think 
upon their feet and feel at home oe an 
audience. 

The Societies inspire a vigorous and manly 
spirit in college life, while they exert a whole- 
some influence for morals and_ discipline. 
Faithful work in either constitutes the better 
half of your college course, while an equal 
amount of work is nowhere else so richly re- 
warded. 

Each of these Societies awards medals to 
members for improvement, and to those 
evincing excellent individual work in oratory 
and debate. 


Debate Council 


The debating and other forensic interests of 
the College are vested in a Council. The mem- ’ 
bers of this body are composed of three student 
members from each of the two societies. This 
Council has supervisory charge over all the 
intercollegiate forensic events of the College. 


Debates 


There are two annual public debates held 
each year by teams elected by the Philoma- 
thesian and Euzelian Societies. The. Junior- 
Sophomore debate is held in the fall and the 
Anniversary debate in the spring. The speak- 
ers for the Junior-Sophomore debate for the 
year 1913-’14 are: A. L. Carlton, Carey J. 
Hunter, members of the Philomathesian So- 
ciety; and J. M. Gatling, J. B. Edwards, mem- 
bers of the Euzellian Society. The speakers 
for the Anniversary debate are: A. O. Dickens, 
R. H. Taylor, members of the Philomathesian 
Society; and W. W. Walker, J. C. McCourry, 
members of the Euzelian Society. 

Two Intercollegiate Debates will be held on 
Easter Monday. Representatives are selected 
by a committee from the Faculty out of con- 
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testants from each Society. Intercollegiate 
Debates are-open to all active members of the 
Literary Sccieties. The two debates arranged 
for this year are with Baylor University of 
Texas, to be held at Atlanta, Ga.; and David- 
son College, to be held at Winston-Salem. It 
is the last of the series with Baylor University— 
Baylor having won the decision in the first 
debate and Wake Forest in the second debate, 
Wake Forest being represented last year by 
Royland 8. Pruette (Eu.), and J. C. Brown, 
(Phi.), with J. M. Pritchard (Hu.), as alter- 
nate. This year’s debate makes the second 
of the series with Davidson College. Wake 
Forest lost the debate last year, being repre- 
sented by Sam Long (Eu.), and W. R. Cham- 
bers (Phi.), with E. P. Yates as alternate. 


Oratory 


The two Societies each elect one of its mem- 
bers annually to deliver orations at the Anni- 
versary Celebration. This will be February 
13th. The orators for the year are: Geo. Pen- 
nell (Eu.), and D. M. Johnson (Phi.). 

Each Society also each year elects six men 
from the Senior Class to render orations, three 
from each Society speaking in the fall, October 
10th, and three from each Society speaking in 
the spring, March 6th. The Senior speakers 
elected for the fall are: from the Philoma- 
thesian Society W..R. Chambers, G. L. Jarvis, 
and O. W. Yates; from the Euzelian Society, J. 
N. Wallin, B. O. Myers, and J. J. Neal. 

The Societies also send a representative to 
the State Peace Oratorical Contest each spring. 
This is a preliminary contest between repre- 
sentatives from North Carolina Colleges for 
the purpose of selecting a State representative 
to the National Peace Contest. A handsome 
prize is offered to the successful contestant in 
the National Oratorical Peace Contest.

ATHLETICS 


In all probability the outlook for Athletics 
at Wake Forest has never been so bright. The 
Athletic spirit along with eagerness for victory 
in debates is in the very air we breathe. 

Athletics at Wake Forest is under the control 
of the Alumni Athletic Association, which 
works in harmony with the Student Athletic 
Association. The Alumni Association employs 
Coaches and a General Secretary, arranges for 
Intercollegiate contests, and has general con- 
trol over all Athletics. The Faculty, through 
its Athletic Committee exercises general and 
supervisory control over these two associations. 

On being refused an Athletic Matriculation 
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fee by the Board of Trustees (until the Board 
could more thoroughly investigate) the stu- 
dent body through the two Societies placed an 
Athletic fee of five dollars on all members, 
this fund to be turned over to the Alumni 
Association and in return each member to 
réceive a season ticket to all Athletic contests. 
It is earnestly hoped by an almost unanimous 
student body that the Board of Trustees will 
see fit to give us an Athletic Matriculation fee.

FOOTBALL 


Football has only been restored to Wake 
Forest’s catalogue of sports fora few seasons, 
and as yet we haven’t made such a brilliant 
‘showing, but nowhere in the South can be 
found a team which will fight harder than our 
boys, for in Frank Thompson, we have in all 
probability the best coach in the South Atlan- 
tic States. The first season he was with us, 
he took a team of untried players, and at the 
close of the season, three of them were picked 
as members of the ‘‘All State’’ team and he 
himself was chosen unanimously by the com- 
mittee of newspaper men, as the Premier 
Coach in the State. 


TRACK 


Wake Forest, like most of the other colleges 
in this State does not give proper support to 
this branch of Athletics, but Wake Forest 
‘more than holds her own.”’ ‘This last season 
under Capt. Tyner’s training the team won 
third place in the State meet in Raleigh, de- 
feated Trinity by an overwhelming score, and 
broke even with A. & M. in two meets. 
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BASKETBALL 


This is one of the most exciting sports there 
is and has always been well supported at Wake 
Forest. The games are played in the Gym- 
nasium, and the band and the rooters fairly 
raise the roof with their din. As a coach of 
basketball Mr. Crozier needs no introduction, 
for wherever he goes with his team they are 
dubbed, in the words of the Atlanta Journal 
as ‘‘ Dick Crozier’s electric machine from Wake 
Forest,’? and they well deserve the title, for 
ever since this sport was established here by 
Mr. Crozier whether on the road or at home 
“Old Gold and Biack’’ has ever waved high 
at the close of the game. In the last six years 
of basketball at Wake Forest, the home team 
has only lost four games on the home court. 


BASEBALL 


Here is where Wake Forest’s light has al- 
ways shone. With a Coach, who hasn’t ‘an 
equal South of the ‘‘Mason and Dixon’’ line, 
Wake Forest has for the last two seasons been 
a formidable contender for the State and South 
Atlantic championships and last season another 
star was added to ‘‘Tommie’”’ Thompson and 
his crew’s athletic crown when, by decisively 
beating everything in the State, and on the 
Southern trip, every sporting writer in the 
State conceded'the undisputed championship 
of the ‘‘Old North State,” while The 
Technique, the official organ of the Athletic 
Association of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, awarded to Wake Forest the champion- 
ship of the South. Never before has college 
Spirit been so high, as during this momentous 
season. We give the schedule and the scores.
